Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 41-48 ,50,53 to 56 are allowed. 

The prior art taken either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly 
suggest the limitation of the dependent claims, in such manner that a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be proper. The prior art of record fails to teach a combination 
of all the claimed features as presented in independent claims (41 and 55) wherein the 
combination of the steps of manufacturing a thin film transistor include the steps recited 
in the claims including the steps of wherein the formation of the excited region in the 
exposed portion of the active layer includes the steps of implanting the hydrogen ions at 
an energy between about 50 to about 150 KeV and while the recited region remains at a 
temperature of bout 200 to about 300 degrees Celsius.
